The  District  is  in  the  process  of  removing  itself  from  all  obligations  at  the 
former  site  of  the  John  O'Connell  Campus,  at  4th  and  Harrison  Streets.  The  District  is 
still  liable  for  lease  payments  at  that  site  until  experts  can  certify  that  any  hazardous 
waste  that  may  have  been  created  during  the  District's  use  of  the  site  has  been  removed 
or  abated.  Because  this  urgently  needed  contract  was  not  completed  until  December 
21st,  it  was  not  available  for  the  Board  of  Trustees  consideration  at  the  December  14th 
Special  meeting.  This  contract  will  cover  the  period  from  December  21,  1994  through 
June  30,  1995.  Total  charges  for  the  length  of  the  contract  shall  not  exceed  $38,000. 
All  costs  incurred  in  this  contractual  arrangement  will  be  paid  for  with  1994-95  State 
Hazardous  Waste  Removal  Funds.

Chancellor  Dobelie  has  announced  his  acceptance  of  the  position  of  President 
of  Trinity  College  and  will  be  resigning  from  the  office  of  the  Chancellor  of  City  College 
of  San  Francisco.  Following  Dr.  Dobelle's  resignation,  and  prior  to  the  identification  of 
a  new  Chancellor,  the  duties  of  the  Chancellor  may  be  performed  through  various 
means.  One  means  is  to  assign  all  the  duties  to  an  Interim  Chancellor.  Another  means 
is  to  delegate  duties  within  the  existing  administrative  structure  on  a  short  term  basis. 

This  resolution  authorizes  the  establishment  of  an  Interim  Chancellor  position,  or 
in  the  alternative  the  delegation  of  administrative  duties  within  the  existing 
administrative  structure.

In  July  of  1990,  the  district  contracted  with  Dynix, 
Inc.  (Resolution  No.  900426-B9)  to  provide  hardware,  software, 
documentation,  installation  and  training  for  the  automation  and 
integration  of  all  District  library  collections  and  services. 
Since  the  Fall  of  1990,  the  creation  of  one  library  system  has 
been  an  ongoing  and  successful  process.  At  this  time,  we  have 
integrated  technical  services  functions  (acquisitions  and 
cataloging) ,  circulation  and  the  reserve  book  room.   We  have  an 
on-line  public  access  catalog  which  allows  users  throughout  the 
District  to  search  for  print  and  non-print  materials  held  in  our 
various  collections.   The  automation  of  media  scheduling  for  the 
audio/visual  department  is  in  process  now. 

The  opening  of  the  new  Library-Learning  Resource  Center 
requires  a  major  up-grade  in  hardware  and  software  to  support 
administrative,  faculty,  staff  and  student  use  of  the  system. 
The  number  of  user  licenses  will  increase  from  our  current  number 
of  64  to  256.   Automating  our  periodicals  department  functions, 
searching  on-line  periodical  indexes,  providing  access  to 
information  and  reference  sources  on  a  networked  CD-ROM  system 
and  providing  gateways  to  collections  at  the  San  Francisco  State 
University  Library,  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library,  the 
University  of  California  Library  system,  and  traveling  out  to  the 
Internet,  have  all  been  planned  as  part  of  the  telecommunications 
project  for  the  new  building.   In  addition,  a  major  part  of  the 
system  up-grade  will  support  an  innovative  library  course  focused 
on  simultaneous  information  literacy  instruction  for  students  in 
multiple  locations  using  video  teleconferencing  technology. 

Our  existing  contract  with  Dynix,  Inc.,  now  known  as 
Ameritech  Library  Services,  supports  a  turnkey  system  including 
Hewlett  Packard  hardware  and  Dynix  software.   This  contract  must 
be  re-negotiated  to  reflect  the  major  changes  required  for  a 
vastly  larger  and  more  complex  computer  system. 

The  total  cost  of  the  new  system  will  not  exceed

The  District's  master  agreement  with  Pacific  Bell  for 
the  provision,  installation,  and  maintenance  of 
telecommunications  services  was  in  effect  for  five  years  and 
expired  on  January  12,  1995.   The  Chief  Operating  Officer, 
recognizing  the  special  expertise  needed  to  select  a 
telecommunications  vendor  sought  the  assistance  of  the  San 
Francisco  Department  of  Telecommunications  in  November  1994.   The 
Chief  Operating  Officer  specifically  asked  about  the  availability 
of  the  Department  of  Telecommunications  staff  for  conducting  a 
competitive  bidding  process  for  a  new  telecommunications  contract 
for  the  District.   The  Manager  of  the  Department's 
Telecommunications  Division  responded  to  this  request  by 
indicating  that  the  cost  to  the  District  of  changing  to  a 
provider  other  than  Pacific  Bell  would  be  prohibitive. 
Consequently,  the  administration  is  presenting  a  new  three-year 
agreement  with  Pacific  Bell  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  its 
approval.   This  new  master  agreement  in  conjunction  with  a  new 
agreement  for  voice-mail  that  administration  will  be  presenting 
to  the  Board  next  month,  will  save  the  District  between  $5,000 
and  $10,000  per  month.

President  and  Members: 

California  Education  Code  Section  76140  reads  as  follows: 

"A  community  college  district  may  admit  and  shall  charge  a  tuition  fee  to 
nonresident  students.   The  district  may  exempt  from  all  or  parts  of  the  fee: 

(a)  All  nonresidents  who  enroll  for  six  or  fewer  units.    Exemptions  made 
pursuant  to  this  subdivision  shall  not  be  made  on  an  individual  basis;  or 

(b)  Any  nonresident  who  is  both  a  citizen  and  resident  of  a  foreign  country, 
provided  that  the  nonresident  has  demonstrated  a  financial  need  for  the  exemption 
and  not  more  than  10  percent  of  the  nonresident  foreign  students  attending  any 
community  college  district  may  be  so  exempted.    Exemptions  made  pursuant  to  this 
subdivision  may  be  made  on  an  individual  basis. 

A  district  may  contract  with  a  state,  a  county  contiguous  to  California,  the 
federal  government,  a  foreign  country,  or  an  agency  thereof,  for  payment  of  all  or  a 
part  of  a  nonresident  student's  tuition  fee. 

Attendance  of  nonresident  students  shall  not  be  reported  as  resident  FTES 
for  state  apportionment  purposes,  except  as  provided  by  statute  in  which  case  a 
nonresident  tuition  fee  may  not  be  charged. 

The  nonresident  tuition  fee  shall  be  set  by  the  governing  board  of  each 
community  college  district  not  later  than  February  1  of  each  year  for  the  succeeding 
fiscal  year.    Such  fee  may  be  paid  in  installments,  as  determined  by  the  governing 
board  of  the  district. 

The  fee  established  by  the  governing  board  pursuant  to  the  preceding 
paragraph  shall  represent  for  nonresident  students  enrolled  in  30  semester  units  or 
45  quarter  units  of  credit  per  fiscal  year  (a)  the  amount  which  was  expended  by  the 
district  for  the  current  expense  of  education  as  defined  by  the  California  Community 
College  Budget  and  Accounting  Manual  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  increased  by  the 
projected  percent  increase  in  the  United  States  Consumer  Price  Index  as  determined 
by  the  Department  of  Finance  for  the  current  fiscal  year  and  succeeding  fiscal  year 
and  divided  by  the  total  full-time  equivalent  students  (including  nonresident 
students)  attending  in  the  district  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  or  (b)  the  current 
expense  of  education  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  of  all  districts  increased  by  the 
projected  percent  increase  in  the  United  States  Consumer  Price  Index  as  determined 
by  the  Department  of  Finance  for  the  current  fiscal  year  and  succeeding  fiscal  year 
and  divided  by  the  total  full-time  equivalent  students  (including  nonresident 
students)  attending  all  districts  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  or  (c)  an  amount  not 
to  exceed  the  fee  established  by  the  governing  board  on  any  contiguous  district. 
However,  should  the  district's  preceding  fiscal  year  total  FTES  of  all  students 
attending  in  the  district  in  noncredit  courses  be  equal  to  or  greater  than  10  percent 
of  the  district's  total  FTES  of  all  students  attending  in  the  district,  the  district  in 
calculating  (a)  above  may  substitute  instead  the  data  for  current  expense  of 
education  in  grades  13  and  14  and  the  total  full-time  equivalent  students  in  grades 
13  and  14  of  all  students  attending  in  the  district. 
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The  governing  boarci  of  each  community  college  district  shall  also  aciopt  a 
tuition  fee  per  unit  of  creciit  for  nonresident  students  enrolled  in  more  or  less  than  15 
units  of  credit  per  term  by  dividing  the  fee  determined  in  the  preceding  paragraph  by 
30  for  colleges  operating  on  the  semester  system  and  45  for  colleges  operating  on 
the  quarter  system  and  rounding  to  the  nearest  whole  dollar.    The  same  rate  shall  be 
uniformly  charged  nonresident  students  attending  any  terms  or  sessions  maintained 
by  the  community  college.    The  rate  charged  shall  be  the  rate  established  for  the 
fiscal  year  in  which  the  term  or  session  ends. 

Any  loss  in  district  revenue  generated  by  the  nonresident  tuition  fee  shall  not 
be  offset  by  additional  state  funding. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  which  require  a  mandatory  fee  for 
nonresidents  shall  not  apply  to  any  district  which  borders  on  another  state  and  has 
fewer  than  500  FTES." 

Pursuant  to  ECS  76141,  districts  may  also  charge  non-resident  students  who  are 
both  citizens  and  residents  of  a  foreign  country  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the  amount  that  was 
expended  by  the  district  for  capital  outlay  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  divided  by  the  total  full-time 
equivalent  students. 

"Any  student  who  can  demonstrate  economic  hardship  or  who  is  a  victim  of 
persecution  or  discrimination  in  the  country  in  which  the  student  is  a  citizen  and  resident  is  exempt 
from  this  fee." 

"For  purposes  of  this  subdivision,  the  governing  board  of  each  community  college 
district  that  chooses  to  impose  the  charge  authorized  by  this  section  shall  adopt  a  definition  of 
economic  hardship  that  encompasses  the  financial  circumstances  of  a  person  who  is  a  recipient  of 
benefits  under  the  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children  program,  the  Supplemental 
Income/State  Supplementary  Program,  or  a  general  assistance  program." 

For  fiscal  year  1994-95,  the  per  semester  unit  non-resident  tuition  fee  rate  was 
$1 17.00.    The  per  semester  non-resident  tuition  fee  computed  for  1995-96  for  all  districts 
statewide  is  $1 14.00.    The  per  unit  non-resident  tuition  fee  for  1994-95  and  1995-96  of  districts 
contiguous  to  the  SFCCD  are  as  follows:

The  Workability  Program  provides  the  only  specialized  job 
placement  service  available  at  City  College  of  San  Francisco  dealing  with  the 
unique  situations  which  present  themselves  to  person  with  disabilities. 
Without  this  program  students/clients  with  disabilities  would  have  to  use  the 
limited  resources  of  the  general  campus  Career  Center  along  with  the  rest  of 
the  student  body.   Workability  III  affords  students/clients  assistance  in

Chief  Executive  Officer  Duties 


President  and  Members: 

At  its  Board  meeting  of  February  23, 1995,  the  Board  determined  to  use  an  Interim 
Chancellor  position  to  perform  chief  executive  officer  duties  until  a  new  Chancellor  is 
employed.  Board  resolution  950223-S3  provided  that  the  duties  of  an  Interim  Chancellor 
were  to  begin  upon  the  date  that  Chancellor  Dobelle  leaves  the  office  of  Chancellor  and 
to  continue  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  one  year  or  until  a  new  Chancellor  is  employed, 
whichever  occurs  first. 

In  order  to  maximize  the  input  into  the  process  for  securing  an  Interim  Chancellor, 
the   College   Advisory  Committee    has   considered,    in  general,    an  appropriate    Interim 
Chancellor  screening  process.    To  ensure  that  there  is  no  lapse  in  assigned  responsibilities 
until  the  Interim  Chancellor  process  is  finalized,  should  there  be  a  period  of  time  between 
the  date  that  Chancellor  Dobelle   leaves  office  and  the  date  that  an  Interim  Chancellor 
assumes  responsibilities,    the  Board  may  assign  chief  executive  officer  duties  within  the 
existing  administrative   structure  on  a  short  term  basis.   In  that  case,  the  College  Advisory 
Committee    recommends    that    the    Chief  Executive    Officer   duties    be   reorganized    or 
transferred   as  they  would  be  assigned  in  the  absence   of  a  sitting  Chancellor,  i.e.,  to  the 
Provost.   The  Board  may  discuss  this  option  as  well  as  act  to  direct  the  implementation    of 
the  option. 

As  stated  above,  this  resolution  directs  the  assignment  of  chief  executive  officer  duties 
to  be  performed  within  the  existing  administrative  structure  until  such  time  as  the  process 
for  selection  of  an  Interim  Chancellor  is  completed,  and  it  further  authorizes  an  in-house 
recruitment  process. 

The  following  resolution  is  reconmiended   for  discussion  and  for  adoption. 

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Trustees  determines   to  establish  and  to  fill  an  Interim 
Chancellor  position  using  an  in-house  only  recruitment  process;  and 

WHEREAS,   the  College  Advisory  Committee   has  suggested  a  general  process  for 
identifying  an  Interim  Chancellor;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  may  be  necessary  to  assign  the  chief  executive  duties  during  a  period 
following  Dr.  Dobelle  's  final  date  of  service  and  prior  to  the  commencement  of 
services  by  an  Interim  Chancellor,  now 


THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

1 .  The  Board  establishes  the  position  of  Interim  Chancellor  to  begin  upon  the 
effective  date  of  Board  assignment  of  an  individual  to  such  position  and  to  continue  for  a 
period  not  to  exceed  one  year  or  until  the  first  date  of  paid  service  by  the  new  Chancellor 
of  the  District,  whichever  date  occurs  first.  Board  Resolution  950223-S3  is  superseded  to 
the  extent  its  starting  date  for  Interim  Chancellor  service  conflicts  with  the  provisions 
contained  herein. 

2.  Commencing  the  day  following  Chancellor  Dobelle  's  final  day  of  service  with 
the  District,  and  continuing  until  an  Interim  Chancellor  assumes  the  duties  of  that  position, 
the  Board  directs  the  assignment  of  chief  executive  officer  duties  to  be  reorganized  or 
transferred  within  the  existing  administrative   structure. 

3.  Under  the  terms  stated  in  paragraph  2,  shall  serve  as 

the  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  the  District  and  shall  delegate  his/her  administrative  duties 
to  persons  within  the  established  administrative  structure  as  necessary  to  ensure  the  on-going 
management   of  District  operations. 

4.  The  Board  authorizes  the  attached  description  and  process  for  in-house  only 
recruitment  for  the  Interim  Chancellor  position  described  herein.

Position  Description:  The  Interim  Chancellor  serves  as  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  the  San 
Francisco  Community  College  District  and  as  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  San 
Francisco  Community  College  District.  The  Interim  Chancellor  executes  the  policies 
adopted  by  the  Board  and  maintains  the  institutional  programs  and  operations  pending 
appointment  of  a  Chancellor.  The  Interim  Chancellor  shall  assist  in  and  facilitate  the  search 
process  for  the  Chancellor  position  as  requested. 

Interim  Chancellor  Profile:  The  Interim  Chancellor  must  possess  a  minimum  of  one  year 
of  full-time  formal  training,  internship,  or  leadership  experience  reasonably  related  to  the 
administrative  assignment.  In  addition,  teaching  or  counseling  experience  in  an  accredited 
postsecondary  institution  is  highly  desirable. 

Duties  and  Responsibilities:     The  Interim  Chancellor 

1.  Provides  leadership  and  administrative   direction  for  the  entire  College  community. 

2.  Works  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  an  open  and  receptive  manner,  provides 
administrative  leadership  that  will  promote  positive  Board  relationships,  supports  a 
clear  delmeation  between  the  roles  of  the  Board  and  the  administration,  to  interpret 
and  implement  Board  policy. 

3.  Works  in  conjunction  with  the  existing  administrative  and  academic  strucmres  to 
maintain  the  excellence  of  the  academic  program  and  student  services  of  the  College. 

4.  Establishes  positive  working  relationships  with  faculty,  staff,  students  and  the 
community. 

5.  In  consultation  with  appropriate  administrators,  is  responsible  for  personnel  matters 
and  labor  relations  matters,  subject  to  approval  of  the  Board.  Implements  effective 
equal  employment  opportunity  and  affirmative  action  programs  and  encourages 
faculty  and  staff  development. 

6.  Builds  consensus  within  the  College  community. 

7.  Represents   the  College  in  the  community. 

8.  Maintains  sound  working  relationships  with  other  governmental  agencies  and  with 
business. 

9.  Attends  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  of  such  College  conmiittees  as 
appropriate. 

10.  Assists  in,  and  facilitates  the  search  process  for  the  position  of  Chancellor,  which  may 
include  such  matters  as  providing  input  as  to  duties  and  responsibilities  of  such 
position  and  qualifications  for  service  in  such  position.

Knowledge,  Skills,  Abilities,  and  Personal  Characteristics: 

1.  Ability  to  lead,  organize,  plan,  and  supervise  City  College  programs  and  services. 

2.  Ability  to  promote  collegiality  within  the  College  community. 

3.  Interactive    skills  that   include   clear  oral  and  written  communication,    as  well  as 
excellent  listening  and  interpersonal   skills. 

4.  Understanding   of  the  philosophy  and  objectives  of  City  College  as  a  vital  component 
of  postsecondary  education. 

5.  General   familiarity  with  federal,  state,  and  local  laws  related  to  education. 

6.  Commitment  to  the  consultation  process  with  appropriate   constituencies,  and  to  the 
principles  of  shared  governance,  academic  excellence  and  academic  freedom

8.  Exhibition  of  high  professional  standards  and  ethics 

Requirements: 

1 .  An  earned  master 's  degree  or  possession  of  a  valid  California  Community  College 
Chief  Administrative   Officer  Credential. 

2.  A  minimum   of  one   year  of  full-time  formal  training,   internship,    or  leadership 
experience  reasonably  related  to  Interim  Chancellor  assignment. 

3.  A  sensitivity  to  and  understanding   of  the  diverse  academic,  socioeconomic,  cultural, 
sexual  orientation,  disability,  and  ethnic  backgrounds  of  community  college  students. 

Special  Considerations:  The  individual  selected  to  serve  as  Interim  Chancellor  may  be 
involved  in  the  process  for  selecting  a  full-time  Chancellor.  Because  of  this  potential 
involvement  in  that  process  and  the  need  to  avoid  any  chance  for  unfair  advantage,  and  to 
maximize  applications  for  the  Chancellor  's  position,  both  from  inside  and  outside  of  the 
College,  the  Interim  Chancellor  will  be  ineligible  for  consideration  for  the  full-time 
Chancellor  position. 

Appomtment  and  Salary:  The  Interim  Chancellor  will  serve  under  an  appointment  or 
contract  with  the  Board.  The  term  shall  be  for  up  to  one  year  or  the  date  of  first  paid 
service  by  a  fiill-time  Chancellor,  whichever  occurs  first. 

Salary  will  be  $ per  month  during  the  term  of  the  appointment  or  contract. 

Financial  Disclosure:  The  position  of  Interim  Chancellor  is  subject  to  the  College's  Conflict 
of  Interest  Code  and  a  financial  disclosure  statement  is  required  within  thirty  (30)  days 
following  appointment   to  the  position.

The  letter  of  interest 
must  specify  how  the  applicant  qualifies  for  each  of  the  position  requirements  and  is 
prepared  to  perform  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  position.  Letters  of  interest 
prepared  for  other  openings  or  positions  will  not  satisfy  the  requirement  of  a  letter  of 
interest  for  this  position.

Dobelle  effective  March  17,  1995. 


President  and  Members: 

In  the  Fall  of  1990,  Dr.  Evan  Dobelle  was  hired  as  Chancellor  to  guide  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  (City  College)  through  a  period  of  tremendous  change. 
Over  the  ensuing  four  and  a  half  years  Evan  Dobelle  turned  the  institution  from  one  of 
inefficiency,  bloated  bureaucracy  and  inertia  to  one  of  educational  and  financial 
strength.  The  college's  recent  six  year  unconditional  accreditation  reinforces  these 
accomplishments  and  validates  our  commitment  to  our  varied  missions  and  our  diverse 
constituencies. 

During  Evan  Dobelle's  term  as  Chief  Executive  Officer  the  institution's  administration 
and  credit  and  non-credit  divisions  were  completely  reorganized  to  decrease 
administrative  inefficiency  and  increase  accountability.  The  credit  and  non-credit 
divisions  were  merged  into  one  unified  faculty,  with  seven  distinct  schools.  Two  new 
campuses  evolved  with  the  recognition  of  the  Castro-Valencia  program  and  in  the 
acquisition  of  the  Evans  Avenue  Campus,  and  the  college  acquired  the  Balboa 
Reservoir  parcel  of  property,  and  funded  and  constructed  the  Louise  and  Claude

At  its  Board  meeting  of  February  23,  1995,  the  Board 
determined  to  use  an  Interim  Chancellor  position  to  perform  chief 
executive  officer  duties  until  a  new  Chancellor  could  be 
employed.   However,  it  later  became  clear  that  a  process  to 
identify  an  Interim  Chancellor  could  not  be  completed  prior  to 
the  departure  of  the  current  Chancellor.   In  order  to  provide  for 
chief  executive  officer  duties,  at  its  meeting  of  March  9,  1995, 
the  Board  assigned  these  duties  within  the  existing 
administrative  structure  to  ensure  the  on-going  management  of 
District  operations. 

There  is  now  some  ambiguity  regarding  the  Board's 
intentions  for  an  Interim  Chancellor.   This  resolution  resolves 
that  ambiguity  by  rescinding  the  decision  to  create  an  Interim 
Chancellor  position.   Reconsidering  the  use  of  an  Interim 
Chancellor  in  favor  of  the  redistribution  of  duties  within  the 
administrative  structure  on  a  designated  schedule  of  rotation  is 
conductive  to  institutional  stability  by  eliminating  another 
shift  of  those  duties  prior  to  the  selection  of  a  full-time 
Chancellor.   In  addition,  since  the  Board's  original  intention 
regarding  an  Interim  Chancellor,  the  search  process  for  a  full- 
time  Chancellor  has  been  progressing  rapidly  and  the  heavily 
impacted  Human  Resources  Office  and  other  segments  of  the  College 
community  are  and  will  be  involved  in  that  activity.   The  pursuit 
of  a  second,  separate  process  for  an  Interim  Chancellor  would  add 
another  task  to  existing  institutional  obligations.   For  these 
reasons,  it  is  recommended  that  the  Board  rescind  any  actions  to 
establish  an  Interim  Chancellor  position.
